12,000 of them, to instruct near­ 
ly Half a million school children 
in this state was stressed

in an interview made public by R. 
W. Cowart, secretary of Alabama 
Educational Association. 
“Approximately 
12,000 
white 
teacher» will be needed this year 
to instruct the more than 420,- 
000 pupils who • will attend the 
public elementary and high schools 
of the state. 
The quality of the 
instruction, given and the work 
done by the students will depend 
mostly on the interest, 
gintral 
education, 
professional 
training 
and experience 
of the 
teachers. 
While Alabama can beast of some 
of the best teachers la the coun­ 
try, the fact remains that a large 
number of our teachers are not 
sufficiently trained for the Work 
they will have to do. 
This has 
been the cause of some criticism 
leveled at school executives 
and 
TjoaixJs- of education who have the 
duty of employing,teachers. 
The 
critics, however, do not offer any 
constructive means to remedy the 
situation. No one regrets this sit­ 
uation more than 
the 
tfachtfs 
thwriselves. 
The members of the 
tealhing profession are sensitive 
to their shortcomings and most 
of them are seeking with their 
meargre means, to improve them­ 
selves through Reading Circle, Ex­ 
tension 
Courses 
and 
Summer 
Study,” declared Mr. Cowart. 
‘The remedy for the situation,” 
continued Mr. Cowart, “does not 
lie in changes in our certification 
laws, however much they may be 
capable of improvment. 
Require­ 
ments for certificates can advánce 
only as the number of better qua­ 
lified teachers increases. We havO 
not had enough trained or partial­ 
ly trained teachers to fill the nec­ 
essary teaching positions, with the 
inducements offered 
to 
occupy 
these positions. 
Many localities 
cannot employ trained teachers for 
their schools with the funds at 
their disposal. Lack of funds and 
the general lack of sufficient num­ 
ber of trained teachers have been 
the cause of the issuance of a large 
number of low grade certificates.” 
“It requires money and a great 
deal of hard labor for one to train 
himself for the profession of teach­ 
ing. Like many other professions, 
the expenses connected with keep­ 
ing up, keeping fresh, never cease. 
This is not a requirement of some 
Overlord, as some would have It, 
but a requirement of the work it­ 
self. 
We need not expect, there­ 
fore, a flobd of the best talent In 
the state to thoroughly 
qualify 
tthemselves for positions that pay 
only $60 to $100 per month for
